The college student, in the novel, 
has no personal relations with his 
teachers, no “heartening, informal, 
mellow talks before the wood fire in 
the book-lined study of some profes- 
or, more richly profitable than whole 
course of classroom lectures’’, such 
as his mother had often dreamed of. 
No one has—in novels. 

Students are not interested or in- 
fluenced by the contacts of the class 
room. They are contemptuous, hos- 
ly bored. For example, the hero of 
Earnest Poole’s “The Harbor’, who 
attended an Eastern college, says 
“Together with my companions, I 
assumed a genial tolerance toward all 
those poor dry devils known to us 
as ‘profs’. I remember the weary 
sighs of our college presiderit as he 
monotoned through his lectures. on 
ethics to the tune of the cracking of 
peanuts. It was a case of live and | 
let live. He let us eat peanuts, and 
we let him talk’’. 

Any show of interest in the class 
is working the “profs” for grades. If; 
anyone is so unfortunate as to in- 
advertently answer a question with 
some intelligence, he calls forth the 
great scorn of his fellow classmates. 
A mistake such as this was made by 
Neale Critten den in Dorthy Can- 
field’s “Rough Hewn”. He put some 
real feeling into an English theme. 
The jaded, discouraged young pro-| 
fessor felt his heart leap with incred- 
ulous hope and pleasure, and read, 
parts of the theme to the class. 


dinate to football. The college is con- 


ducted solely so that there can be a 
football team. If a student is not a 
member of the football team, he 
might as well leave college. He is a 
piker. He is not doing his bit for the 
school. If he is a member of the team, 
he is secure. He is absolutely neces- 
sary to the school, and if he is a little 
low in his subjects, it does not mat- 
ter. Such an insignificant thing will 
be overlooked by his professor—all 
because he is a football player. Even 
if a professor is conscientious and at 
first, refuses to sign his eligibility 
card, the whole’ student body will 
unite in his defense. The word will 
come out the next day that his back 
work has been made up, and he is 
eligible. Oh, college is certainly a 
“snap”’ when one is a football player. 


Summing it all up, then, the col- 
lege of fiction is a place where any 
person, especially a football star, can 
find an education of a sort without 
any instruction and without any 
study. Just why are novelists doing 
their best to deceive the public as 
to the true college life? I can think 
of no explanation other than they 0 | 
using such scenes because they a 
ever so much more picturesque than 
the scenes of the true life. A class

However, it seems to me that the 
caricature should have some resem- 
blance to reality, and, if we accept 
the general idea that the novelists 
have charge of peoples’ thinking to 
a great extent, on the fact that people 
generally must be thinking of the 
college as the novelists are telling 
them that it is. 

Nevertheless, there is one consol- 
-ation for all those who have the fu- 
ture interests of the college at heart. 
Our graduates, who must know their 
colleges pretty well, still send back 
their boys and girls and are so con- 
dent of the future that they are giv- 
ing millions for the endowment of 
that part of the college which cuts 
so sorry and insignificant a figure in 
the schools of current fiction.
